The insurgent loss was one killed and 
one wounded in the two days’ battle. 
BEHIND BREASTWORKS. 

Their leader, Ortega, had provided 
excelient defensive works against the 
Federal assault. The insurgents fought 
from behind breastworks, stone heaps 
and trees. It reminded one of days of 
fighting when the Indians combatted 
the westward march of the Yankee, 

Stories are told of Federat soldiers’ 
cruelty to non-combatants and the re- 
fusal of the insurgent leader to permit 
his men to take revenge. Four old 
men, non-combatants, were found in a 

farm house near Mulato. when the 
Federals first approached the town. 
One of them was 90 years old, an- 
other was blind and another crippled. 
All were white-haired. The insurgents 
found these old men with their hands 
tied behind their backs, lying riddled 
with bullets. Their heads were crushed 
and one was slashed across the face 
with a sabre. 

A number of Americans viewed the 
bodies and sevral signd an affidavit 
ascribing the incident. This sworn 
statement will be sent to Washington. 

A dramatic incident followed the dis- 
covery of the four murdered men. A 
government soldier had been found ly- 
ing wounded in the field. He had been 
cared for and fed. When the murdered 
men were found, the insurgents made a 
rush for the plaza in Mulato to take 
reyenge by killing this wounded sol- 
dier. In the crowd were a son and a 
nephew of one of the aged victims. 
Like crazy men they ran yelling into 
the plaza and dragged the soldier into 
the street. Many argued against kill- 
ing him, but others maddened by the 
sight of the butchered old men, drew 
their pistols and declared “hey would 
kill any man that tried to stop them. 
At that moment, Ortega, the insurgent 
commander, rode into the plaza 
called a halt. 

ORTEGA SAVES HIM. 
“My children,” he said, “I have had 
a home laid in ruins and a wife and 
babies driven naked and starving into 
the hills, but I am not yet ready to 
kill an unarmed, wounded man.” 

The mob's rage was quieted and only

REBELS FORCE FIGHTING. 

During the entire battle the insur- 
gents forced the fighting. The Federals 
advanced along the road to within 600 
yards of the town. When fired on they 
halted for two days, and did not ad- 
vance. Their two field guns and a ma- 
chine gun were kept playing upon = 
insurgent lines, but did no damage. 
battie line was formed with . 
on the left, on the Rio Grande, and 
the cavairy guarded the right flank. A 
party of sixteen insurgents drove in 
the infantry. 

The battle started at 10 a.m., Febri- 
ary 8. The Federals had 600 soldiers 
in the field, and the insurgents mus 
tered about 200. During the second 
day's fighting the Federals were com- 
pletely surrounded and were driven 

In the evening Ortega made an 
inspection of the different detachments 
and found his ammunition almost ex- 
hausted. When the Federals began 
their retreat the insurgents were not 


Able to halt them, but gave chase for 


several miles down the road. 

Twenty-five dead. is 4 conservative 
estimate. The Federals had about 50 
men missing when they returned to 
Ojinaga but it is known that at least 
two deserted, 

FIRED ON AMERICANS. 

The American soldiers and officers 
guarding the American side of the 
boundary, were repeatedly fired upon 
by the Federal soldiers. 

The insurgents announce their in- 
tention of attacking Ojinaga as soon 
as they obtain a supply of ammunition. 

Coyame, 5 miles form Ojinaga, is 
surrounded by a band of insurgents 
under Emelio Salgado, who has de- 
manded the surrender of the govern- 
ment stores and archives. The town is 
garrisoned by a small company of 
rurales and a company of armed citi- 
zens. Salgado could easily capture the 
place, but says he will give the gar- 
rison an opportunity to surrender in 
order to avoid the killing of any non- 
combatants. 

AMERICANS CAPTURED. 

Five boys, all Americans, were cap- 
tured by Mexican rurales yesterday 
while bathing in the Rio Grande. The 
rurales shot at them and compelled 
them to wade across the river and 
surrender. The boys were released to- 
day, after having been locked up all 
night. Capt. Williams,

BERTHOLD’S REBEL BAND GIVES 
UP AMERICAN TAKEN PRISONER. 


EXICALI (Mex.) Feb. 13.—The 
good offices of American uss 
officers At Calexico, accompanied 
by a threat to tell Washington on them, 
prevented a pitched bat today be- 
tween the insurgents under Leyvas and 
Berthold and a band of American cow- 
boys, bent on cleaning out the rebels.” 

The insurgents arrested Elden Bragg, 
superintendent of one of the California- 
Mexican Land and Oattle Company's 
ranches, and the cowboys gathered to 
rush the bull ring, where the insur- 
recto leaders have their headquarters, 
and liberate the American.

Berthold freed Bragg, but the in- 
surgents had the steer for supper to- 
night. 

Leyvas and Berthold were in any- 
thing but an amiable mood tonight 
when they learned that the un 
soldiers they had been watching for 
twe’ty-four hours while their men 
were walting in the trenches to engage 
in battle were not Federals, but a band 
of insurgents.

Washington and said that 
there were unsurmountable difficulties 
in the way of the approval of the Con- 
stitution. The result of the election 
has not removed these difficulties, and 
I have no hope that with the recall 
feature as applied to the judiciary, 
any argument or appeal which we can 
make will be effective to bring about 
executive approval. I shall do all I 
can to prevent the defeat of state- 
hood, notwithstanding this situation, 
by using such influence as I may pos- 
sess to obtain an extension of time, 
as it were, under the enabling act, by 
which the people of the Territory— 
possibly by conceding something, and 
possibly by persuading the Congress 
and the President to concede some- 
thing—-may obtain admission. Per- 
sonally, while there are things in the 
Constitution which I deem unwise, 
still I would, as a citizen, be willing 
to accept them if this would bring 
statehood — hoping that whatever 
should prove by actual experience to 
be unwise would be corrected in the 
future by amendment.” , 
EDITOR'S VIEWS. 

Managing Editor Ely of the Phoe- 
nix Republican, possibly the strongest 
of all opponents of the Constitution, 
has written an open letter, addressed 
to the President, in which he asks ap- 
proval of the Constitution, He argues 
that the strong vote for approval 
merely shows the keen desire of the 
Arizonans for statehood and not a 
desire to support all the provisions of 
the document itself. He writes: It 
is so easy to draw wrong conclusions 
from the developments of the past six 
months that great care should be used 
in analyzing the situation here. En- 
friendly critics of the Arizona people 
will say, of course, that the doctrines 
enunciat in the Constitution fur- 
nish their own proof of our own un- 
ripeness for self-government, but the 
assumption does us an injustice. It 
seems to me that the very eagerness 
in which the problem has been met 
is of itself a good sign. If the peo- 
ple had shown apathy in looking 
after the details of the proposed gov- 
ernment, it would have been a bad 
sign. The worst that can be said of 
us is that our zeal has been misdi- 
rected. The citizenship of Arizona is 
exceptionally high in character. In a 
long residence in the Territory, T have 
never heard of a citizen of American 
stock selling his vote.“ ae

STEAM ROLLER BUSY. 

The “steam roller“ worked with all 
its efficiency today. In the Senate it 
flattened out Senator John Bunyan 
Sanford, that progressive pilgrim from 
Mendocino county, who set the Liss- 
ner-Johnson machine in action again by 
his resolution “recalling” Senator-elect 
Works for heresy in connection with 
the sacred recall. 

It took the machine majority all day 
Saturday and Sunday and early this 
morning to devise ways and means to 
get the “steam roller” going. It re- 
mained for Frank Brandon, former 
secretary of the Senate, and now on 
the pay roll of that body as a sort of 
Parliamentary coach for Lieut.-Gov.

When the Sanford resolution came 
up, the set, serious faces of Boynton, 
Roseberry, Stetson and others, indi- 
cated that, though chaos ruled, the 
resolution and Sanford must be flat- 
tened. Roseberry was sent back to the 
chair, Wallace being indisposed with a 
cold, and the steam gauge of the roller 
was inspected, All being ready, Boyn- 
ton moved that Caminetti’s appeal 
from the decision of Roseberry, taken 
Saturday, be laid on the table. And it 
was, with a viva voce vote, there be- 
ing only a few noes. 

Flat as a pancake, but game, Sanford 
immediately introduced the resolution 
as a Senate resolution and not as a 
concurrent one and it was referred 
without reading to the Federal Rela- 
tions Committee.

BILL IN ASSEMBLY. 
In the Assembly, Slater of Santa 


Rosa. a Democrat, instructed for 
Spalding. who voted for Works, intro- 
duced the Sanford resolution, which 
was referred without hesitancy to the 
Committee on Rules. It will be trans- 
ferred to the Federal Relations Com- 
mittee tomorrow, but it will never be 
heard from again, as the Senate joke 
Is over.

“The farmer and ranchman are 
shorn of all the benefits they might 
receive under the present duty and 
the consumer profits only a fractional 
part of the benefit taken away from 
the producer. The present 26 cents a 
bushel duty on wheat imported into 
this country is removed by the pro- 
posed treaty, but a duty of 60 cents a 
barrel on flour is retained, which is 
many times the total cost of all the 
labor employed in making a barrel of 
flour out of wheat. Where will the 
consumer profit by the proposed 
treaty with a 50 cents per barrel duty 
on flour? 


STRIVING FOR FIRST PLACE. 


PORTERVILLE, Feb. 13.—Plans 
which are now being carried out by 
the leading independent orange pack- 
ers will make of Porterville one of the 
greatest orange marketing centers in 
this State, and easily the largest ini- 
tial marketing point of the Central 
California orange belt. 

In Porterville is established the head- 
quarters of the Tulare County Citrus 
Fruit Exchange. This exchange has 
lost a portion of its control of the 
county crop through the establishment 
of the new exchange at Lindsay, but 
it still markets close to #40 per cent. 
of the entire production of the Central 
California belt. 

Officials of the Randolph Fruit Com- 
pany, another independent company, 
states they have the plans drawn and 
will begin shortly on the erection of 
two new houses for the Porterville 
district, one of which will be in the 
upper Tulare district and the second 
at the new station of Lols, south of 
this city and near Ducor, which next 
year will become a shipping point for 
the first time, and where the exchange 
is also to put up a house. Central 
Officers of the Central Californfa acti- 
vities of the Randolph are also to be 
put up in Porterville. 

Last year the Stewart Company, an- 
other leading independent, opened up 
in this territory for the first time 
and work is now being done on their 
new packing-house, which they claim 
will be one of the best equipped in 
this State. Porterville is to also be 
the marketing headquarters for the 
Stewart. With all of these big firms 
marketing their output through the 
Porterville offices, a tremendous ad- 
versing of Porterville is to be the re- 
sult. 

In this connection a letter which was 
recentiy sent out from Chicago and 
marked merely, “Tulare County Citrus 
Fruit Exchange, California,” and 
which was delivered with absolutely 
no delay, shows to what extent this 
city has come to be recognized as a 
marketing center for oranges.

Texan Solon Comes to Rescue 


Denounces Bribery Charges 
as Persecution. 


Declares Colleague's Habits 
Immaculate as Snow. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Defense of 
Senator Lorimer of Dlinois was offered 
by Senator Bailey of Texas today in 
a speech so powerful that it was ap- 
plauded by what was perhaps the 
largest attendance of members and 
spectators on the floor and in the gal- 
leries of the Senate chamber during 
the present session of Congress. For 
three hours the Texan spoke, and then 
announced he would continue his 
speech tomorrow, 

His plea that the Senator ffom I- 
nois be permitted to retain his seat 
was of so elaborate a nature, and de- 
livered with such force and fervor that 
it placed Mr. Bailey in the chief place 

Lorimer. 

Mr. Balley introduced many strik- 
ing features, not the least startling of 
which was the assertion that forgery 
had been resorted to to make a case 
against Lorimer. 

This, he asserted, had been in con- 
nection with the efforts to show that 
Holstlaw, of the Illinois Legislature, 
had been bribed to vote for Mr. Lori- 
mer. 

Mr. Balley boldly charged 
war on Mr. Lorimer had been unrelent- 
ing and personal, and said the effort 
had not been so much to convict wrong 
doers as to destroy Mr. Lorimer. In 
connection with his presentation of law 
features, Mr. Bailey gave what he said

TULARE, Feb. 13.—While the popu- 
lation of Tulare as listed by the 
United States census is not as large as 
the people of this city would have 
liked to see it, being but 2578, never- 
theless in these figures there is told a 


‘story of winning against odds, un- 


equaled in the history of California. 

Twenty years ago Tulare was the 
chief city of this county, having a 
population of a few less than 3:00. 
When the Southern Pacific found it 
necessary to change its division points, 
reason of the development of the 
oll fleulds, Tulare was then the lead- 
ing railroad center of Central Califor- 
nia, boasting, as it did, of the largest 
shops of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, beside being the division point 
with its scores of families of railroad 
men. When these shops were moved, 
over 1000 people were taken from Tu- 
lare in less than one month. Add to 
that the terrible climatic conditions of 
the year following, together with the 
financial panic of 1893, he houses 
which were moved out by the score, 
and the population of this city fell in 
u year to 1500 people. 

Spite of these disasters, the boost 
spirit was strong and within the last 
two years the city has again started 
to grow, the 25 per cent. increase 
which the cengus gives to us being the 
product of ‘a comparatively few 
months. If the census were to be 
taken today, the population would 
show well over the 3000 mark. 

Trade conditions have-never been 
better, even when this city was a 
bustling railroad town, and the pros- 
pects are that the next ten years win 
see Tulare again assuming its right-

The World’s Largest Sate. 

The United States government is 
now in possession ofthe largest and 
finest safe in the world. It is located 
deep under ground below the United 
States Treasury building, at Washing- 
ton, and in this huge strong box it is 
the Intention to keep in storage at all 
times not less than $500,000,000 in cur- 
rency. Of course, this Ww govern- 
mental depository of wealth Is not a 
“safe in the ordinary interpretation of 
the word, but rather a vault, nearly 
fifty-four feet in length, close to twen- 
ty —— wide and about sixteen feet in 


t. 

The exterior walls of the new vault 
are of the heaviest steel construction, 
and the door and portholes provided 
for ventilation are closed by heavy 
steel doors fitted with the latest ap- 
proved locks of the heaviest and most 
intricate construction, but the main 
safeguard for this subterranean wealth 
lies in an electric protective system 
that cost $9000 and which enmeshes the 
entire vault in a close-drawn network 
of electric wires—more than seventeen 
miles of wire in the aggregate—which 
sounds alarms at any interference. 
This system is tested every fifteen min- 
utes day and night. The only means 
of reaching the new vault is by a se- 
ecret elevator, guarded by Treasury 
watchman.—{Popular Mechanics.

Establishing a Ferry Does Not En- 
tirely Molify the Citizens of the 
Harbor Town, as the Tariff un- 
posed Is. They Claim, Beyond the 
Pale ot Reason. 


under a temporary permit issued by 
the Board of Public Works yesterday, 
the San Pedro Transportation Com- 
pany this morning began the opera- 
tion of a ferry between this city and 
Terminal Island. Hourly trips are be- 
ing made and those of the loca! citi- 
zens who favor the proposed sale of 
a fifteen-year franchise at 5 cents per 
ride, as against a municipally owned 
and controlled ferry charging 2 cents 
a trip, were practically all on hand 
for the purpose of testing the new 
service. 

When the City Council meets Tues- 
day, however, it will be confronted 
by a monster petition from the citizens 
of Wilmington protesting against the 
proposed sale of the franchise and 
insisting that Los Angeles make good 
its preconsolidation promise by ab- 
lishing a municipal ferry with a fare 
of 2 cents each way. 

This petition is signed by at least 
50 per cent. of the voters of Wilming- 
ton, all of whom declare that they 
would rather have no ferry at all than 
to accede to the arrangement now pro- 
posed by Los Angeles. 

CHANGED PLANS. 

The big dredger Oakland of the 
Standard American Dredging Com- 
pany, recently brought here from San 
Francisco to begin work in the east 
and west channels of Los Angeles 
Harbor, was towed in from the outer 
harbor this morning and is now be- 
ing placed in readiness for its long 
task. The contract with the govern- 
ment required that work in the east 
channel begin at the turning basin, 
located between Wilmington and San 
Pedro, but owing to the refusal of 
the Board of Public Works to permit 
the company to place the soil along 
the beach in front of Terminal Island, 
Government Engineer Leeds has given 
his consent to have the dredging 
started at a point near the east end 
of Mormon Island. This arrangement 
is made because of the fact that the 
dredging company has secured permis- 
sion from the Consolidated Lumber 
Company to pump the soil upon its 
frontage on the north side of the east 
channel. 

It is said that the Oakland will be 
kept steadily at work here for three 
months, when it will be temporarily 
removed to the outer harbor, presum- 
govern- 
ment contracts requiring a depth suf- 
ficient for the accommodation of the 
largest ocean-going vessels made. 

WORK ON WHARF.

Then he was’ shot 
and the house set on fire to hide the 
crime. Gaudry was shot in four places 
and his assailant escaped on horse- 
back. The Sheriff's posse is search- 
ing for him and ther: is little possi- 
bility of his escape. 

Gaudry had strength enough to drag 
himself from the burning house and 
to the Storey ranch, a quarter of a 
mile distant, where the alarm was 
spread and the news of the crime sent 
to the Sheriff's office here.

MUNICIPAL FARM. 


CAMP IS UNDER SEMI-MILITARY 
REGULATIONS.

Though trouble war threatened 
should the city proceed with the es- 
tablishment of the Municipal Farm 
two miles west of Burbank, the vicin- 
ity was as quiet as a drizzling rain 
could make it yesterday when a squad 
of men under the surveillance of Capt.

Then another 
good half day’s work and supper fol- 
lows. Two hours in the evening for 
diversion will be allowed, then the 
gong will sound for all lights to be 
extinguished.

Forgetting the bullet wounds in her 
body and forgiving everything, Mrs. 
H. H. Noble yesterday stood in a 
corridor of the County Jail held in 
the arms of her husband, who will be 
taken to prison today for two years 
for having attempted to kill her. 

Tears of sorrow for the fate which 
awaits him dropped from her eyes as 
she imprinted passionate kisses upon 
his lips and clung to him with arms 
which would releas him from prison 
bars if they had the power. 

The Nobles were formerly residents 
of Redondo Beach, and the present 
status of their affairs is the result of 
a domestic tragedy. 

She has a wealth of red hair, is 
comely and has an attractive figure. 
When she drew the eyes of other men, 
Noble's jealousy was aroused. His 
suspicions were whetted and his mind 
was finally worked into a rage. 

Accusing her of having been untrue, 
he fired three shots at her. She will 
always carry three scars which will 
remind her how close she was to 
death. 

Noble was arrested on a charge of 
having assaulted her with murderous 
intent, and was convicted. Today an 
officer will lead him away to the in- 
stitution which will place on him a 
felon's brand. However, he will carry 
with him a new hope, for he seems to 
have been convinced that his sus- 
picions were unfounded. 

Womanlike, she went to the jail to 
say “good-by” to him yesterday. 
When they parted it was a separation 
of lovers. They forgot the jailers and 


the other visitors. They cast no 
glance at other prisoners. She for- 
gave all and’ probably forgot for the 


moment that the man she clasped in 
her arms had sought to slay her.

ARCHING ONWARD. 

The completion of the French Algerian 
Railroad from the Gulf of Tunis te the Mo- 
recco line, recently announced, will be 
speedily followed by an extension from its 
terminus westward to the Straits of Gibral- 
tar. The result will be to change the route 
of travel to India. The unpleasant journey 
by steamship from Marseilles to Algeria 
will be avoided, for the traveler will go by 
rail from any part of Europe to Gibraltar, 
where a ferriage of only a dozen miles will 
transport him to Africa.

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‘AXING CORPORATIONS. 

Constitutional Amendment No. 1 pro- 
vides for taxation of the gross receipts of 
public service corporations, of the net pre- 
miums of insu companies, and of the 
capital stock of banks. It also provides for 
an ad valorem assessment of 1 per cent. on 
the actual cash value of franchises of every 
kind and nature, other than public-service 
corporations, insurance companies and 
banks. 


taxing them on the good will of their busi- 
ness and not similarly taxing individuals? 
The manufacturing and mercantile busi- 
ness of the country has been greatly devel- 
oped during the last forty years by the ease 
th which private corporations could be 
speedily and cheaply formed. A dozen men 
who could not be brought together in a 
partnership are induced to join their capital 
and labor in a corporation. The few abuses 
with which some large corporations have 


The mining, manufacturing and commer, 


cial business of the State is largely conduct- 
ed by corporations, and the ascertainment 


been—perhaps justly—accused, have been 
more than offset by the benefits which have 
resulted to small investors, 1nd the devel- 
opment of industrial and comu.ercial enter- 


of the “actual cash value” of the franchise 
that is to say, the right to exist—of such a 
corporation, is somewhat difficult to deter- 
mine. It is estimated that there are 15,000 | 
of such corporations in this State. 

The right to exist as a corporation can 
be secured in California by any three or 
more individuals by the payment to the 
State of certain fees, and it would seem as 
if, in the first instance, the actual cash 
value of the franchise is the amount that it 
cost to procure it. 

The corporation, after it has secured its 
franchise—its right to exist—must pay 
taxes, the same as individuals, upon its tan- 
gible property, real and personal, upon its 
real estate, its machinery and its stock of 
goods. 

In estimating the value to a corporation 
of its franchise for the purposes of taxa- 
tion, it has been the custom to deduct the 
value of its tangible property from the mar- 
ket value of its stock, and call the differ- 
ence the value of its franchise. 


This may not be an unfair method in the 
case of a mining company, for the difference 
between the vaie of its hoisting and re- 
duction works and the market value of its 


the mine, and the reasonable expectations of 
further ore bodies not in sight. 

But with manufacturing and mercantile 
establishments the stock of which is usually 
closely held, which is not listed on any 
wy board, and which is not in the market, 

therefore has no “market value,” the 
case is different. 

The difference between the value of the 
tangible property of a wholesale grocery 
corporation and the value of its stock, 
where the stock is in the market and has a 
market value, is represented by the good 
will of the business, but that value is the 
value ot its good will and not the vaiue of its 


The Civil Code defines “good will” as 
property. “The good will of a business is 
property transferable like any other.” Good 
will being property, capable of private own- 
ership, can be taxed like other property. 

Yet, as a matter of fact, there are few 
if any manufacturing or mercantile estab- 
lishments in California owned by individ- 
uals or firms who pay taxes on “good will.” 
If there is no tax on the good will of a mer- 
cantile.establishment conducted by an in- 
dividual, is it fair to tax the good,will Of a 


prises which have resulted from the exist- 
ence and operation of small corporations. 

Why not treat such corporations as fairly 
as individuals and firms are treated?

In Los Angeles there is industrial free 
dom. Union mechanics can, if they will, 
work alongside of open-shop workmen and 
both receive as high wages as are paid in 
San Francisco. The non-union workmen in 
Los Angeles have one advantage over their 
union brethren in San Francisco—they are 
not compelled to contribute to the expense 
of roast turkey, champagne and joy rides for 
Tvietmoe, Gallagher and MeCartby. 

In San Francisco there is industrial slay- 
ery. Non-union mechanics are not permit- 
ted to work on the same buildings with 
union men, and union workmen must pay a 
percentage of their wages to “labor leaders.” 

In Los Angeles the workman in search of 
stock is represented by the ore in “sight” in à job and the employer in search of a work- 
man seek each other and contract with each 
other. The employer selects his employees 
and the employee chooses his employer, and 
they mutually dispense with the officious, 
meddlesome and costly services of a beer-

In San Francisco the employer may not 
pick his own workmen. 
ever the labor leader sends him. The work- 
man may not select his own employer. He 
must work wherever the walking delegate

An old proverb rums; “A carpenter is 
true. The chips indicate that the carpenter 
has been at Works, as it were. But what is 
left after the chips have been burned tell 
the quality of his accomplishment.

Lawmakers of the present time are called 
solons, after the wisest man in ancient 
Greece, and one of the most eminent law- 
givers in the world. Solon was born 638 
years before Christ. And he has been dead 
2470 years. That is why our lawmakers are 
called solons. Because he has been dead so 
long. This is written iu a mirthful spirit of 
good-natured railiery, ad it were. I fear that 
sometimes I am a wag. This is unseem- 
ly in one so old. 

Of course we do not measure the wisdom 
of the Legislature by the number of bills it 
brings forth, or one might say, cousidering 
the fecundity of the output, litters, or per- 
haps, spawn in the course of its biennial 
lying-in. Frequently the lawmaker presents 
bills and elects United States Senators, as 
amateur vocalists and elocutionists sing and 
elocute, “by request.” And the bill thus pre 
sented is very often about as banal or atro- 
cious as the song that is warbled “by re 
quest.” The legislator is many times held 
responsible for the sins of his constituents, 
merely because he is foolishly good-natured.

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 13.—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] E. Roger Stearns in a 
Velie touring car tried to go back to 
Los Angeles tonight over the inland 
route by way of Escondido and was 
lost in the mud. Ram falling in torents 
made it impossible for the autoist to
